Chair’s Remarks 


New Building: The Chair reported that according to the present construction 
schedule, the move to the New Building is not anticipated prior to May 2005. 


Canada Research Chairs: The Chair announced that the following Canada Research 
Chair (CRC) nominations in the faculty were approved: Dr. Yong Zeng, CRC Tier 
II in Design Science and Dr. Narayanswamy Sivakumar, CRC Tier II in Laser 
Metrology & Laser Micro-Machining. The Chair re-iterated Dr.Vaclav Chvatal’s 
previously announced nomination for a CRC Tier I in Combinational Optimization. 


New Faculty Members: The Chair advised the Council that 30 new faculty members 
would be hired by the end of December 2004. 


Teaching Loads: Council members were advised that assignment of teaching duties 
for the academic year 2004/5 is currently under review. The Chair stated that the 
distribution of workloads is governed by the principles of equity and fairness 
regardless of research performance, reputation and status. In this regard, reductions 
from normal teaching loads will be based on the workload associated with research, such 
as supervision of graduate students, Concordia/Canada Research Chairs, and 
NSERC Faculty Awards. 


Search Committees: Drs. Moselhi and Radhakrishnan’s terms, as Chair of the 
Departments of Building, Civil and Environmental Engineering and Computer 
Science, respectively, will expire on May 31, 2004. In this regard, Search Committees 
are in place to select a new Chair for each respective department. 


Other: Executive Committee members proposed the creation of Teaching 
Fellowships, which will be ranked higher than TA positions. A program for external 
funding was also suggested — if/when implemented, rules pertaining to such funding 
will be announced in advance.

The above-mentioned document introduced by Dr. Vatistas included graduate 
curriculum changes and proposals from the Departments of Building, Civil and 
Environmental Engineering (BCEE), Electrical and Computer Engineering (ECE), 
and the Concordia Institute for Information Systems Engineering (CIISE).
